United Press International 
The world wide shortage of oil 
caused by Arab oil cutbacks hit the 
U.S. military today and officials in 
Bangkok said the approximately 400 
American 
warplanes 
based 
in 
Thailand as deterrent forces have 
had their wings clipped 


The officials said there have been 
cutbacks in the training missions 
that have been flown each day by 
B52 strategic bombers and various 
types of jet fighter-bombers in 
Thailand since bombing halted last 
Aug. 15, although they maintained 
operational readiness would not be 
affected if the planes were ever 


again called back to combat 
UPI Correspondent Robert Kaylor 
reported from Bangkok that oil 
industry sources there said the Arab 
boycott has virtually dried up the 
normal supply of jet fuel and other 
oil products to American' bases, 
forcing the U.S. government to turn 
to alternate sources 
The bombers, fighters, recon­ 
naissance 
and 
support 
aircraft 
located at six air bases in Thailand 
represent the largest concentration 
of U.S. air power outside the United 
States. 
According to oil industry sources, 
more than 90 percent of the jet fuel 
and other petroleum-oil-lubricant 


(POL) products used at the bases 
came from 
Arab refineries in 
Bahrain and Saudi Arabia, which 
have shut the faucet on supplies 
Most of the remainder came from 
refineries in Singapore, the sources 
said. Singapore last week announced 
it was halting deliveries to the U.S. 
military in Southeast Asia

With councilmen Art Scott and Sol 
Lefkowitz absent last night, the 
panel put off until its regular Dec. 4 
meeting a ruling on what non-city- 
citizen participation, if any, would 
be allowed on the citizens Technical 
Advisory Committee (TAC) for the 
state-required 
Resource 
Management Study. 
The first meeting of TAC with the 
study consulting firm is Dec. 19.

rationing 
unnecessary,” Ash said. He said 
Nixon had the authority under the 
Economic Stabilization Act to order 
service stations closed and would 
not have to wait until emergency 
energy legislation passed Congress. 
He ruled out, however, a ban on 
Sunday driving as a measure which 
would cause widespread hardships 
and greater damage to the economy. 
Morton told a group of reporters 
at an Interior Department breakfast 
today that the gasoline shortage is 
less critical at this time than the 
shortage of fuel and heating oils. 
“ We may be in the brownout 
business this winter,” Morton said, 
predicting utilities may have to 
reduce voltage to conserve energy, 
especially 
along 
the 
Northeast 
Corridor 
where 
fuel 
oil 
is 
particularly short. 
Eric Zaussner, deputy assistant 
secretary for energy and minerals, 
said the department was looking 
into the possibilities of utilities 
using “ rolling blackouts” to reduce 
fuel consumption.

Original 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - An upsurge in 
gasoline, fuel oil and clothing prices 
overshadowed a long awaited decline in 
consumer meat prices and pushed the cost 
of living up by a sharp 0.8 per cent last 
month, the Labor Department said today. 


The October jump in the government’s 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) was the 
biggest monthly increase since March. 
Although the closely watched economic 
index has been moving erratically in recent 
months 
because 
of 
changes 
in 
the 
administration’s price control policy, the 
overall rise in the past 12 months of 7.9 per 
cent is the biggest year-to-year rise in 
more than 20 years. 
The October figures were unusual in that 
food prices held relatively steady from a 
month earlier, while the retail cost of 
nonfood commodities and services—where 
inflation 
traditionally 
is 
less 
of 
a 


problem—rose faster than usual. 
Families actually paid 0.3 per cent less 
for groceries in October, due primarily to 
large declines in prices for meats, poultry 
and fish The cost of restaurant meals, 
however, rose by 1.8 per cent—accounting 
for an overall 0.1 per cent increase to the 
C PI’s food index. 
In the nonfood area, fuel oil and coal rose 
nearly 6 per cent; gasoline and motor oil 
was up 3 per cent and clothing prices 
moved up faster than usual for this season. 
The overall effect was a 0.9 per cent 
jump in the nonfood commodities index, 
the biggest since a 1.0 per cent increase in 
October, 1970. 
Continued high mortgage interest rates 
accounted for more than half of October’s 
1.1 per cent increase in the cost of services, 
the highest monthly jump since the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics started keeping figures 
on a monthly basis in 1956 


Nixon planning more 
Watergate meetings 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon is planning a 
further series of news conferences, statements and “ white 
papers” to explain his role in the Watergate scandal and 
answer other charges of wrongdoing against him. 


White House aides confirmed the impression Nixon left 
with a group of Republican governors at a meeting Tuesday 
in Memphis, Tenn., that he still plans a widespread 
campaign to tell his side of the Watergate story to the 
public. 


They said plans were not yet complete on how and when 
disclosures would be made. 
In other Watergate developments: 
—The Watergate committee privately questioned F B I 
agent Kenneth Whitaker about financial transactions 
involving Nixon’s friend Charles G. “ Bebe Rebozo and is 
considering calling Rebozo to testify after Thanksgiving. 
—Watergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, indicating he is 
getting close to asking for a grand jury indictment, told 
senators the White House has warned him that part of his 
investigation treads on national security secrets. He said he 
may ask the courts to settle that issue, and he made clear 
he is growing impatient with White House delays in giving 
him information.

Community Development Director A1 Autry related that 
the state study funding agency wasn’t specific about citizen 
or non-citizen participation and would agree to a eitizens- 
only steering group within a mixed TAC. At the council s 
Nov. 11 meeting. Autry had recommended an area-wide 
TAC and the council had passed, 4-0, a resolution 
restricting the TAC membership to citizens only.

Water Plant Supervisor Dale Batchelor told the council 
that caustic soda, the only suitable alternative for soda ash 
in the water softening process, proved very satisfactory in 
recent tests The city has run into trouble assuring a supply 
of soda ash • 
The improvements will allow the plant to use either 
chemical 
and

Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers 
communicated to the panel that some savings could accrue 
from this. 
Wahlers said the improvements would take three to five 
months, but estimated that city water would return to its 
customary softness about three weeks from now as the 
result of water softening with temporary equipment. 
By a 2-1 margin, the board voted to lay down $18,000 to 
rejuvenate the fire department’s Engine II. Stevens voted 
no only because the motion was to withdraw the funds from 
the city’s $200,000 revenue sharing allotment prior to 
establishing other priorities for this money. 
The Lompoc department only has two first line rigs, 
outlined Fire Chief Doug Spikard, and the 1963 Crown 
Firecoach which is the older of the two, with a rebuilt 50s 
engine, has been out of service frequently.

MEMPHIS, Tenn (UPI) - The motto of this old river 
town is “ Believe 
in Memphis.” Sixteen Republican 
governors listened to President Nixon explain Watergate 
here for two hours Tuesday and left Memphis as believers. 
Everything we could think of to ¿isk him on Watergate 
we went over, and I think there was general satisfaction on 
the part of the governors,” Gov Tom McCall of Oregon told 
reporters after the closed door meeting. 
I think they left with a sense of relief that the President 
is leveling," said McCall, who had declared Sunday that he 
would be no party to “ knee jerk partisan adulation" when it 
came time to assess the President’s role in Watergate. 
Nixon, fully launched on his new strategy of taking his 
defense to the public in open forums and to Republicans in 
private sessions, obviously was pleased with his day’s 
work 
He read pro-Nixon signs held up by the welcoming crowd 
of about 3,000 at the high-rise motel where the Republican 
Governors Association had been meeting for three days. 
After his session with the governors, he jauntily stepped 
down a spiral flight of stairs to the lobby, where he hopped 
up on the edge of a wishing well and walked around the low 
curved wall, shaking hands with the crowd 
Then he dug in his pocket for change to drop in the well 
for the local boys’ club, but came up empty and threw up 
his hands in mock dismay, announcing, “ I haven’t got any 
money.” 
Most of the governors who spoke to reporters after the 
meeting said they were satisfied with Nixon’s replies to 
their questions -detailed on such matters as what happened 
to the two missing Watergate tapes and how much public 
money went into his San Clemente home — and his pledges 
of documented answers to questions about the ITT affair, 
the milk price increase and his personal financial status. 


Gangs close Ireland roads 


BELFAST (U P I) — Gangs of gunmen forced the closing 
of two roads linking Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic today with raids against a pair of frontier customs 
posts. 
A police spokesman said security forces believed the 
militant Provisional wing of the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army (IRA i was responsible for both attacks. 
In one of the raids, six hooded gunmen dressed in 
uniforms Tuesday bombed a customs post at the border 
town of Mullan and then blocked the road across the 
frontier with bomb-laden vehicles. 
Police said the road still was closed to traffic early today 
as army explosive experts tried to defuse bombs left in a 
truck and bus parked across the route 80 miles west of 
Belfast. 


Finch to take medical test 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Former Dr. R. 
Bernard Finch, who served 12 years in a California prison 
for the murder of his wife, will take a test next month in an 
attempt to regain his medical license. 
Even if he passes, however, there's a chance Finch's 
license w ill not be issued 
Cole County Circuit Court Judge Byron Kinder said 
Tuesday he could find nothing to indicate Finch's moral 
character was bad and upheld an earlier ruling that said 
Finch must be administered the test. 
Kinder's order w ill be appealed to the Court of Appeals in 
Kansas City. The court, however, will not be able to issue a 
decision before the test is scheduled, Dec. 4-6, so Dr. 
Jerome Williams of St. Louis, president of the board that 
administers the test, said "We w ill abide by the court s 
decision." 
But Williams indicated if Finch passed his license would 
not be granted until the appeals court decides the issue. 


70 Communist troops killed 


SAIGON (UPI) — South Vietnamese infantrymen killed 
70 Communist troops in stepped up fighting for the Mekong 
Delta's fall rice crop, the Saigon m ilitary command re­ 
ported today. 


In Cambodia, field reporters said rebel troops captured a 
hilltop overlooking Highway 4 to the sea to strengthen 
insurgent control of one of Phnom Penh’s vital supply 
roads. 


The Saigon m ilitary command said government forces 
killed 65 Communists Tuesday near Cai Lay, 50 miles 
southwest of Saigon. No infantry casualties were reported. 
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Firm s say new state capitol needed

Capitol dome lights back on 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Blacked out for seven days 
because of the energy crisis, the lights on California’s 104- 
year-old Capitol dome Tuesday night burned brilliantly 
once again 
The off-again, on-again dispute over the lights took its 
latest turn when the legislature’s Joint Rules Committee 
overpowered Lt. Gov Ed Reinecke, who switched them off 
Nov. 13. 
Reinecke, a Republican gubernatorial candidate, said 
later in a statement he darkened the dome to symbolize the 
seriousness of the energy crisis. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
Two private consulting firms 
say the legislature should construct a new state Capitol 
which could cost taxpayers up to $125 million 
In reports to the legislature Tuesday, the firms agreed 
that erecting the new edit ice would be tar better than 
expanding the present golden domed Capitol, even though 
expansion would cost substantially less than a new 
structure 
Both firms contended that enlarging the current Capitol 
complex was “ only a short-term 
solution to the needs of 
the legislature, which it said now was "inadequately 
housed ” 
The legislature next year will decide whether to build 
itself a new Capitol (favored by Democrats) or expand the 
current 104-year-old Capitol (backed by Republicans). 
Republican Sen Robert J Lagomarsino of Ojai said the 
reports “ only strengthen my opinion that we ought to stay 
in the historic Capitol" because of the cost factors. 
Democrats said just the opposite 
Economics Research Associates of Los Angeles said it 
would cost $125 million to construct the new building and 
make the present Capitol, considered to be unsafe in the 
event of an earthquake, fit for use by the governor 
The second report prepared by Reel, Grobman and 
Associates of Burlingame pegged the price at $814 million. 
The difference between the two figures is the estimates on 
how much space the legislature w ill need by the year 2000 
Both firms agreed expansion of the current Capitol would 
cost $64 8 million. 


The Los Angeles company estimated the new building 
alone would cost $70 9 million for the new Capitol plus $10 
million for parking The remaining $45 million would be 
spent on reconstructing the present Capitol for use by the 
governor 
The Burlingame firm estimated the new building at $34 
million plus $10 million for parking and $37 million for the 
old Capitol 
The reports agreed the new building would have big 
advantages over the present Capitol for security, flexibility 
for future expansion, efficiency of design and employe 
morale 
However, they did acknowledge there would be some 
historic value to remaining in the old Capitol But they said 
the historical aspect was far outweighed by more practical 
considerations. 


Girl may be able to identify killers 


SIOUX FALLS, S D. (UPIt — Authorities have kept a 
teen-age under tight security since the shotgun shooting 
deaths of four Sioux Falls teen-agers because she very well 
may be able to identify their assailants 
Lyon County, Iowa. Sheriff Craig Vinson has witheld all 
comment on the juvenile being kept in “ protective 
custody.” but it was learned Tuesday night that she was 
allegedly raped by one of the murder suspects. 


That incident apparently happened several hours after 
the shooting last weekend at the Gitchie Mamtou State 
Park in Iowa, along the South Dakota state line.

Coon Rosen: horse races to jai alai 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. - (NEA) 


— 
Coon 
R o s e n 
is 
a 
throwback, the renaissance 
man of the pari-mutuel 
world. Coon doesn't need one 
of those mechanical calcula­ 
tors to figure out 132 times 
147. 
“ Why,” he tells vou swiftly, 
out of mind, “ that s 19,404. 
This facility has helped 
him ever since he came out of 
the University of Illinois, with 
a degree in accounting, more 
than 40 years ago and got in­ 
volved in the world of bet­ 
ting. 
, 
. „ 
First, it was dog racing. 
Then horse racing. And now, 
early in the month of Decem­ 
ber, Coon Rosen will become 
the impresario of jai alai, a 
new sport in the green carpet 
jungle. 
He bears the impressive ti­ 
tle of “General Manager — 


Ja i Alai” for the MGM Grand 
Hotel, which is in the final 
throes of construction on The 
Strip and which will be the 
only hotel in the world with 


its own fronton, as jai alai 
palaces are called. 
Ja i alai is that Basque- 
derived game of the cesta (a 
curved wicker basket at­ 
tached to the throwing arm) 
and the pelota (a sphere 
harder than a baseball) 
which resembles handball on 
a grand scale — the court is 
more than half the length of a 
football field. It has been 
played for money and betting 
in Florida for years. Also in 
Tijuana, Mexico, where Coon 
was first exposed to it. 
Harry Rosen has been 
called Coon ever since he was 
a kid around Chicago and 
now he has legalized it as his 
middle name. Out of college 
he went to work for the 


Arizona State Tax Commis­ 
sion, which supervised dog 
racing. The manager of the 
dog track was so smitten by 
Coon’s v e r s a t i l i t y with 
figures (“ 109 times 107 is 11,- 
663” ) he hired him. From 
there he went to the Caliente 
race track in Tijuana in 1955 
and remained for 18 years, 


eventually becoming general 
manager of the track. 


But a disastrous fire closed 
down Caliente and his boss 
went to jail on income tax 
evasion charges and so Coon, 
at the age of 65, was ready for 
new frontiers in the summer 
of ’73. That’s when MGM 
hired him. 


He puts on a hard hat for a 
guided tour of his new 
facility, which is taking final 
shape. “ This arena,” he 
points through the scaffold­ 
ing, “ w ill hold 2200. The hotel 


has 2100 rooms and will have 
4,000 people. I think we 
should have built it bigger for 
more spectators.” 
(Figures flash - “ 195 times 
195 is 38,025 ” ) 
All the players on exhibi­ 
tion in the fronton will be im­ 
ported — 33 Basques and one 
Mexican — and will live in a 
private compound apart 
from the rest of the world. 
“ There'll be complete secu­ 
rity to keep them isolated 
from the public," says Rosen, 


“ and they’ll not even be 
allowed inside the casino.” 
He feels the risk of a fix or 
a betting coup is minimal 
because only a small percen­ 
tage of the betting on jai alai 
is on individual winners. 
“ Eighty per cent," he points 
out. “ is in quinielas, exactas 
and daily doubles, so getting 
to one man isn’t going to 
mean anything.” 
The players, besides room 
and board, will draw up to 
$800 a month in salary and 
vie for nightly prize money of 
$480 
“ I predict," says Coon, 
“ thpt we’ll have the greatest 
players in the world collect­ 
ing here within two, three 
years. I think I’m gonna play 
the game myself just to see 
what it’s like.”

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Fast nuetron beams being 
used to treat cancer 


SEATTLE, Wash (U F I» — Fast neutron beams are being 
used at the University of Washington Health Science Center 
to treat patients with certain types of cancer 
I)r Robert (i. Parker, professor of radiology and head of 
the Division of Radiation Onocology in the University’s 
school of medicine said only five patients are currently 
being treated, but within a couple of months that number is 
expected to be doubled. 


Parker, who with his associates sees upwards of 1,000 


cancer patients a year, said those who receive fast neutron 
beam therapy will be carefully selected from this group 
The radiation is effective only when aimed at localized 


tumors He said it would not be effective on cancers which 
are known to have spread widely throughout the body. 


Patients who have cancers which are known to respond 
well to conventional radiation treatment probably will not 
be chosen, he said. 


Parker is coodinating his project within a team compris­ 
ing medical physicists, nuclear physicists and radio 
biologists and physicians. The work is supported by a grant 
from the National Cancer Institute. 


The experimental treatment is being tested at only three 
other places in the world—M l). Anderson Hospital in 
Houston, the Naval Research Laboratory in Washington, 
and Hammersmith Hospital in London. 
Fast neutron beam therapy is one form of radiation 
treatment which may be better than conventional therapy 
for some cancers because its effectiveness demands that 
the target tumors be well oxygenized 
C obalt and x-ray treatment are maximally effective on 
tumors with plentiful oxygen supplies. 


Some tumors, such as those in the mouth, cervix, 
bladder, brain or breast may be poorly oxygenated. These 
might be especially susceptible to fast neutron beam 
therapy 


Most scientists involved in the study believe that fast 
neutron beams do 
more damage than conventional 
radiation treatment to the tumor cells’ repair and recovery 
process. 


The fast neutron beam is produced in a cyclotron on the 
university campus 
The neutrons, which are atomic 
particles with no charge, are split off from deuterium, 
heavy water-atoms in the cyclotron, and shot off in a quick 
stream into the tumor. 
A team of seven physicists, four of them working full 
time, has spent most of the last two years converting the 
cyclotron and the room for patients who will be treated by , 
this method 
Fast neutron beam therapy was used as long ago as 1938, 
four years after neutrons were discovered, but the 
technique was not refined and physicians had no way of 
determining the amount of radiation they were giving their 
patients The treatment finally was discarded until about 10 
years ago when researchers in England resumed the 
experiments and found a way to control the dosage

Look angles 


Robert L. Mayer is an engineer, 
businessman and astronomer. 
As an engineer he is retired, as a 
businessman he owns a stationery 
store and as an astronomer he 
admits to being an amateur. But he 
has put his amateur talent to work 
and Lompocans can take advantage 
of it starting Friday, if they so 
desire. 
Mayer, who owns 
L om poc 
V alley 
S tation ers, 
fo r­ 
merly 
Lundberg’s, 
took his sextent in 
hand 
and 
h as 
charted the flight of 
the comet Kohoutek 
listing 
the times, 
a z im u th 
and 
elevation it will be 
most visable in the 
Lompoc area. 
Mayer 
made 
his 
calculations 
every 10 days from now through 
January, and every 10 days from 
Friday through January the Record 
will publish his look angles in the 
Daily Record column. But, Mayer 
says, “interpolation can be made for 
similar hours on days not listed, 
between the 10 day periods.’ ’ 
Mayer said amateur astronomers 
like himself, who have not had the 
time to make the calculations will 
find the look angles valuable. 
Others, familiar with “azimuth 
and 
elevation” 
will 
also 
find 
Mayer’s findings valuable and will 
be able to save a great deal of time 
searching for the comet by at least 
knowing the general vicinity in 
which to look. 
The rest of us, not familiar with 
azimuth or elevation, will just have 
to 
spend 
what 
time 
it 
takes 
searching 
the heavens for this 
celestial wonder. 


However, if I recall my Boy Scout 
training correctly — and don’t hold 
me to it if I don’t, it’s been more 
than 20 years — the azimuth is 
measured 
horizontally, 
in 
a 
clockwise direction starting with 
north. East is 90 degrees, south is 
180 degrees, west is 270 degrees and 
back to the starting point is 360 
degrees. If you break this down a 
little more, associating azimuth 
readings with the face of a clock, 1 
o’clock is 30 degrees, 2 o’clock is 60 
degrees, 3 o’clock is 90 degrees and 
so forth, increasing each time by 30 
degrees. 


Consequently, Mayer’s azimuth of 
106 degrees for Saturday, Nov. 24, at 
2 a.m., is somewhere between 3 and 
4 o’clock, or facing just a little south 
of east. 
Elevation is measured vertically 
— up and down — with the horizon 
representing 0 degrees and directly 
overhead representing 90 degrees. 
Thus, Mayer’s elevation reading of 
9.8 degrees for that date and time 
would be no more than an inch or so 
above the horizon facing a little 
south of 3 o’clock. 
Have all that? 
Good luck!

These are some of the things we 
should be doing now; 
1. Voluntary carpooling. 
2. Driving slower. 
3. Eliminating unnecessary trips. 
4. Getting tune-ups and emission 
control service, keeping tires fully 
inflated, and doing everything else 
to make our cars run more 
efficiently. 
Even when we've done all these 
things, other steps will be necessary. 
You've probably read about some ot the 
governmental proposals under 
consideration: 


The way we heat and cool. 


One-fifth of the nation's energy is used 
for heating and cooling. 
We’ve all been asked to turn down our 
thermostats this w inter. Every three de­ 
grees would save over 63 million barrels 
of fuel oil and almost 760 billion cubic 
feet of natural gas. 
That's enough oil to heat 2.5 million 
homes in New York's climate. And 
enough gas to heat 5.5 million homes in 
Chicago's climate —about as many 
homes as there are in the states of Illi­ 
nois. Indiana and Wisconsin combined. 
In the summer, keeping an air-condi­ 
tioned home a few degrees warmer can 
make a difference, too. For each degree 
you turn up the thermostat, you save 
about 5 percent of your cooling energy. 
Right now you should be doing some

sensible things like making sure the fur­ 
nace is operating efficiently, the storm 
windows are tight, and the fireplace flues 
are closed when not in use. And are you 
sure your home has enough insulation? 
Thorough insulation will save enough 
energy to pay for itself in just three or 
four years. Closing draperies saves addi­ 
tional energy; windows are responsible 
for about 26 percent of a home's heat loss. 
And cutting down on the excess en­ 
ergy we use for comfort saves money as 
well as energy. 


The way we live. 


There are important little ways by which 
we can all save energy every day we 
live. Little things like turning off 
unnecessary lights and reducing the use 
of high-wattage appliances such as room 
heaters, coffee makers, toasters and 
hand irons. 
Actually the size of an appliance 
doesn't give you any idea of how much 
energy it uses. A sandwich grill uses 
more energy than three ordinary 
refrigerators. 
And a color TV’ consumes enough 
energy ever\ hour to light three rooms in 
your home. Yet some people leave the 
TV on all day. whether or not anybody 
is watching. 
Just to give you an idea of how impor­ 
tant the savings can be. last year small 
appliances burned up an amount of en­ 
ergy equivalent to 1.5 billion gallons of 
oil. Enough to run all the passenger cars 
in Massachusetts for an entire year. 


What else is needed? 


Everyone has got to do his share. If 
industrial and commercial businesses 
started right aw ay to take steps to con­ 
serve energy, over 146,(XX),(XX) barrels 
of petroleum per year could be saved. 
Improving boiler efficiencies and 
recovering waste heat are among the 
conservation measures they should be 
taking now. 
Reducing heating, cooling, and light­ 
ing levels and shutting off decorative 
lighting are examples of what stores 
and offices should be doing. Business 
firms will need your help and under­ 
standing.
